in this work Is so important as the 
‘dyeing and coloring of fabrics before 
making over. Besides this, there are 
always methods of rejuvenation by a 
careful use of stencil paints and water- 
colors. , a 

Garments may be yea entire dr they 
may be «ripped apart and dyed in 
breadth. The latter is better for skirts, 
long coats, etc.; but it is quite easy to 
dye blouses, ribbon trimmings and 
things of that sort just as they are, 
without ripping them. 

Different directions come with the 
various prepared dyes, each of which 
has ite own best methods, General in- 
formation, however, can be given. The 
dye is usually mixed with boiling water 
fn a tub pot that will not be hurt 
by discojgration, and two stout sticks 
are used to keep the hands from the 
liquid. Rubber gloves should be worn. 

Dip the material evenly, being sure 
that it is thcroughly permeated by the 
aye before removing it. For some varie- 
ties it must be left to soak overnight. 
Finally, take it out with the ald of the 
eticke and hang it’on a line in the open 
air to. drip without wringing or squeez- 
ing. Only in this way can you avoid 
etreaking. 

There are usually different dyes for 
cotton and Mnen and for woo! and silk, 
as vegetable materials take dye much 
Yess quickly than animal fabrics, It is 
never possible to obtain the same rich 
shade by the use of the wrong dye as

by the employment of that suited to the 
material. 

As for mixed goods, they are usual- 
ly cotton and wool, and must be dyed 
according to the predominating mate- 
rial, This is usually cotton, but there 
is a different rule for practically 
every fabric. 

The great question of dyeing is that 
of color. In general, velveteen and a 
few woolen fabrics are the only 
goods that will dye to even dark 
colors. The important thing is to 
make the shade always darker than 
it has been. Of course, one phase of 
dyeing is simply the restoration of 
color—the rejuvenation of the shade 
always present. 

In dyeing to another color the fol- 
lowing rules should be observed: 
Blue and purple will not dye over 
yellow or orange, nor navy blue over 

brown. Green will not dye over fed 
or brown, Seal brown, scarlet, crim- 
son, cardinal and turkey red and gar- 


net will not dye over green, ner the « 


first two named over blue or slate, 
Crimson will not dye over purple or 
old gold, nor yellow over purple or 
slate. Golden brown, pink, orange and 
gray will not dye over any dark 
colors. Black is the only shade that 
will dye over everything. 

Of course, figured goods ‘will dye 
solid, though sometimes the stripes 
or dots will come out a lighter shade, 
In considering the color, you must 
have regard. to every shade in the 
goods.

Milk for Cleaning 


T SEEMS cruel irony to tell you to 
I clean house with milk when it is 
so high even for those who wish to 
drink it; but sour and skim milk and 
buttermilk are just as good for this 
purpose, so it is not so expensive as it 
sounds. 

Buttermilk is the best possible thing 
to clean Hnoleum and oillcloth. Just 
mop it up with a soft cloth, and 
watch the dirt taken off by the appli- 
eation, About oncela week is often 
enough for the cleaning. 

Either skim or sour milk will make 
rubber-plants grow. Wash the leaves 
with a soft cloth in milk and water, 
sponging each off carefully inside and 
out, and pouring the remainder of your 
basin into the ground of the tub. The 
plant grows and thrives on it,

WAS A PIONEER EDITOR 


“OLD JOHN” HOUSTON EARNED 
FAME AS A KNOCKER. : 


Famous Frontier Newspaperman, Who 
Died on the West Coast Recently, 
Had an Adventurous Career — He 
Was Mayor of Nelson, Member of 
Legislature, and Finally Settled tn 
Prince Rupert. 


Old John Houston and Prince Ru. 
pert go together. Without the story 
of John, Prince Rupert is no” more 
interesting than all the “new”’ cities 
you will stumble over as you explore 
new parts of Canada. For Prince Ru- 
pert, even though it is the western 
terminus of the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
and is to become a great distributing 
centre, and all that sort of thing, is 
banking 6n the future so much that 
your eyes grow tired of straining ahead 
and reading the minds of the Fates 
and the Devil and the whims of Com- 
merce. But Old John Houston is 
dead. It won't matter to tell about 
him. He is the first character in the 


town, and wrote the first word in the | 


beginning of its history. It would be 
a woefully flat-stomached history tf 
Old John had not lived and quarrel- 
ed, died, and so on. Of course, there 
is Young Casey, the resident engineer 


still in his twenties, who had charge | 


of some big engineering works at Fort 
William, and who was the first man 
to land on Prince Rupert’s soil four 
years and eight months ago, out of 4 
rowboat. Casey and some other fe! 
lows belt a wharf first thing, and 
they tell a mighty funny story about 
getting the wharf pointed the wrong 


way on account of mistaking the posi- | 


tion of the North Star. But that hap- 
pens anywhere. Casey would own up 
to it himself, now that he’s promoted, 
and they would all confess that the 
human interest in Prince Rupert 12 
pretty well seen in 
John. 

John was still young when he died, 
but they called him old, just the same 
as they call the bean-pole clerk in a 
certain hotel ‘‘Fatty’’ for fun. 
was only about fifty when he died 
He had been a printer, a mayor. a 
member of the British Columbia Leg-

Printing offices all over the country 
knew John. He was always seeking 
new frontiers and setting up his 
press. He lived a long time in the 
mountains of British Columbia, was 
Mayor of Nelson, as aforesaid, and 
member of the Legislature. 

Then he _ went south. People 
tl. ught he would stay, but he didn’t 
He came back to the Assembly ti'l 
his term was out, and then he made 
a trek for the end of the G. T. P., 
Prince Rupert. 

Now John was no fool, and the 
Grand Trunk Pacific did not want him 
in Prince Rupert till the proper time. 
When Old John arrived, the G.T.P. 
was making the town. They knew 
about Old John, and did not relish his 
ability as a disturber. John coull 
buy no land, nor rent any, on which 
to start his paper. 

He stood there and calculated. He 
ran his hands tnrough his black curly 
hair, and thought.

$1,250,000 A DAY. 


World’s Gold Production Enough to | Salmon From 


Make Eight Millionaires a Week. 


The world’s gold output has reach- 
ed an average of about $1,250,000 for 
| each day of the year. and of that 
total the Transvaal mines furnish 
| upward of ‘one-third. 
| throughout the year, between $2,500.- 
; 000 and $3,000.000 worth of the metal 
| in bars, varying from 400 to 1,000 
ounces. is sent to London. 
he bars are paid into the local 
South African banks by the various 
mining companies, whose accounts 
are credited with the value. 
old being worth $20.81 anproximate- 
y an ounce. The banks then under- 
take the shipment .of the bars, which 
go down tc Cape Town each week and 
arrive at Southampton some seven- 
teen cays later. 

As the Cape boats genefally arrive 
at Southampton on’ Saturday morn- | 
ing, the gold is sent up at once to 
; London and taken to the Bank of 
| England@for safe lodging until 
following Monday, when the bars | 
are taken out of the vaults and band- 
ed'‘ovor to the refiners. On the same 
day the bullion brokers on behalf of 
the South African banks sell the | 
| parcels, which, after their treatment 


| at the hands of the refiners, are 400 | 
| ounces in weight. 

Under an act of 1844, the Bank of | 
England is bound to buy all gold | 
offered to it at the rate of $19.05, ap- 
proximately, an ounce of standard 
gold. The owner can deliver it di- 
rectly it he likes to the mint, from 
which it will be returned to him 
within twenty days in the shape of 
sovereigns at the re‘? of $19.08 an 
ounce. By handing the bars direct | 
to the bank the importer receives the 
money without delay, and the differ- 
ence of three cents between the bank 
| and the mint price represents twenty

While the Bank of England is 
bound to buy all the eold offered to 
it at $19.05 an ounce, it is, of course,

| price at which the bank sells the bars 
| is $19.08, but if there is a great de-

“We get cheap rates on them, as 
they are shipped in by the carload,” 
said a dealer to a reporter, pointing 
to boxes filled with two varieties of 
thetoothsome fish, the steel-head and 
the spring salmon, Nearby, lying 
amid broken ice, were’ the flat de- 
capitated bodies of big 50 and 60- 
pound halibut whose heads are in- 
variably lopped off to save excess 
weight in shipment. They all come 
from the north Pacific, caught in the 
neighborhood of Prince Rupert. 

The sea is full of cod in the same 
locality. But it doesn’t pay to ship 
them down here as yet. All cod, 
haddock and flounders consumed in 
this province are imported from the 
oe Provinces and Newfound- 
and.

There is 
a record of an Eisteddfod held in 
South Wales in the year 517 A.D., an: 
it was presided over by the bard Taliv- 
sin. Another was held in the year 
540, at Desenyy. or Conway, and its 
president was Maelgwn Gwynedd. Thi» 
poreee offered a reward to such of the 
ards and minstrels as should swim 
over the River Conway. The poor 
harpists who swam had their harps 
damaged in the water, whilst tne 
throats of the bards or singers were 
not affected, and, of course, they car- 
ried off the prize or prizes. The re- 
cords of early Eisteddfods are rare, 
but I will name three ,the first being: 
that held in Cardigan Castle im 1l1u:, 
when Cadwgan ap Bleddyn, Prince ot 
South Wales, invited the princes and 
chieftains of all parts of Wales, in-

RELIC OF ARMADA. 


Important Discoveries Have Been 


Made In Tobermory Bay. 
Salvage operations at the spot 
where the Tuscany galleon Florencia | 
is’ supposed to have been lost, in | 
Tobermory Bay, Scotland, have led | 
to such important finds during the | 
past fortnight that those in) charge | 
of the operations have ecided to} 
charter a powerful suction dredger, | 
capable of clearing the area where the | 
majority of the undoubted relics of | 
the Florencia have beon found. } 
Two days before diving ceased | 
there was recovered a fine silver | 
lamp, of Italian pattern, quite close 
to where a silver candlestick was re- 
covered previously, and where two 
stone cannon balls were found a ftw | 
days ago. The recovery of such ar- 
ticles as silver lamps, silver plates | 
and silver candlesticks bears out the 
story in. the Spanish records, that | 
there was on board quite a fortune | 
in the way of sacred vessels, silver | 
crucifixes, lamps, and candelabra 
belonging to the seven priests who | 

sailed in the vessel. 

In the list of the treasures carried | 
on the Florencia were included a | 
crown of gold, with many jewels, and 
the admiral’s sword. The diver one 
day came upon the richly adorned | 
basket-hilt of a  sixteenth-century 
rapier. The quillons of the hilt dis- 
played beautiful filigree work, and on | 
the guard was a Maltese cross, with | 
ball and crown, under which was a 
monogram “G.R.” The guard was 
still further ornamented with fine 
imitations of flowers and other fancy 
work. 

An atithority on antiquities, at 
present on holiday at Tobermory, 
considérs that the decorations of the | 
hilt are of gold, and this opinion is 
strengthened by the fact that the hilt | 
was entirely free from lime incrusta- 
tions. In the records of the Clan 
MacLean district mention is made of 
the admiral’s sword being on board 
the Florencia, The hilt found may | 
or may not be that of the admiral’s 
sword, but it certainly is that of 
some grandee, and on the Florencia 
there were at least two such grandees
